Secret  Coin  Hoard  Almost  Fully  Dispersed 


Our  biggest  project  this  summer  has  been  our 
purchase  and  dispersal  of  an  estate  coin 
hoard  that  weighed  in  at  21 ,297  pounds.  Many 
have  called  or  written  to  us  wondering  what 
combination  of  coins  could  possibly  have 
weighed  over  10  tons. 

Picture  a  collector  who  liked  to  place  large 
orders  with  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia,  and 
the  Royal  Canadian  Mint  in  Ottawa  and 
Winnipeg.  To  him,  "one  of  each"  meant  one 
case  of  each  -  and  often  much  more.  For 
instance,  when  he  ordered  proof  condition 
U.S.  Silver  Eagles  in  1996,  he  took  7  cases  of 
50  coins  per  case.  That  was  a  good  buy  for 
him  as  prices  subsequently  doubled.  We  sold 
those  350  PSEs  for  well  more  than  $20,000. 

Another  good  buy  was  his  80  or  so  1999  U.S. 
Silver  Proof  Sets.  They  increased  in  value  by 
about  1 ,000%  and  we  sold  them  for  well  more 
than  $200  each. 

During  The  Great  Sort  we  identified  two  1 990- 
S  Proof  Sets  that  the  U.S.  Mint  forgot  to  punch 
the  “S"  (for  San  Francisco)  mint  marks  onto 


the  Lincoln  Cent.  We  sent  them  first  to  a  lab  in 
California  where  they  were  re-encapsulated 
with  excellent  grades:  PR67RD  Deep  Cameo 
and  PR68RD  Deep  Cameo.  Then  we  placed 
them  in  a  prominent  national  auction  where 


they  just  realized  $4,140  and  $4,945.  That's 
over  $9,000  for  what  to  most  people  would 
look  like  just  two  common  Lincoln  Cents. 

Altogether,  we  processed  thousands  of  U.S. 
Proof  Sets,  Mint  Sets,  Modern 
Commemoratives,  and  Proof  Silver  Eagles, 
hundreds  of  special  Eisenhower,  Susan  B. 
Anthony,  Sacagewea  and  Presidential 
Dollars,  and  dozens  of  Proof  Gold  Eagle  Sets 
and  Proof  Platinum  Eagle  Sets.  With  all  their 
fancy  packaging,  boxes  inside  of  boxes  inside 


of  boxes  and  paper  inserts,  these  U.S. 
modern  issues  weighed  several  thousand 
pounds  and  took  up  a  tremendous  amount  of 
space.  We  shipped  many  cases  to  as  far  away 
places  as  California  and  Florida,  but  the  bulk 
of  it  was  worth  so  much  that  a  regular 
customerof  ours  for  such  things  rented  a  truck 
and  drove  up  to  pick  it  up. 

Switching  to  another  country,  pictured  to  the 
above  left  is  Michael  Findlay  -  numismatic 
expert  from  Toronto  -  who  drove  down  to 
purchase  an  assortment  of  interesting 
Canadian  collector  coins.  Helping  him  load  up 
his  first  purchase  (there  were  more)  are  my 
Office  Manager,  Michael  Wells  (center)  and 
my  Senior  Numismatist  Francisco  Perez 
(right).  The  weight  on  that  first  load  of 
Canadian  coins  was  983  pounds. 

In  our  next  installment,  we  will  tell  you  about 
one  popular  series  of  U.S.  coins  that  the 
collector  hoarded  that  weighed  in  at  over 
7,000  pounds.  And  no,  it  was  not  Lincoln 
Cents.

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS  AND  DIRECTORS 

Section  1 :  Voting. 

9:  An  be  printed,  showing  the  offices  to  be  filled  and  the  nominees  to  each  office. 

Official  ballots  shall  be  mailed  to  the  last  known  address  of  each  regular  and  life  member  in  good 
standing  at  least  forty-five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting,  together  with  a  return  enve¬ 
lope,  addressed  to  an  independent  tabulator  selected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  receive,  tabulate 
and  report  the  results  of  the  total  marked  ballots  so  received.  Marked  ballots  must  be  returned  not 
later  than  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting.  The  independent  tabulator 
selected  to  perform  this  duty  shall  tabulate  the  results  of  the  balloting  in  a  format  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  place  the  results  in  a  sealed  envelope,  and  deliver  it  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Corporation.  The  Secretary  shall  open  this  sealed  envelope  at  the  annual  membership  meeting 
and  the  results  read  at  the  meeting.  The  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  for 
respective  offices  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  The  ballots  and  tabulations  shall  be  available  for 
inspection  by  any  member  of  F.U.N.  at  the  annual  meeting.  As  to  those  positions  of  Officer  or 
Board  Member  in  which  there  are  not  at  least  two  (2)  nominees  and  the  Board  of  Directors  does 
not  name  a  nominee,  that  position  shall  be  deemed  automatically  filled  by  the  one  (1)  individual 
who  has  accepted  the  nomination,  and  no  vote  shall  be  required  by  the  general  membership. 

Section  2:  Nomination  Statement. 

Prior  to  the  election,  candidates  nominated  for  office  may  present  a  “nomination  statement” 
to  the  general  membership.  This  presentation  shall  appear  in  F.U.N.  Topics  magazine. 

Section  3:  Starting  Date. 

Officers  and  Directors  shall  take  office  at  the  annual  January  General  Membership  meeting. 
Section  4:  Terms. 

Elected  Officers  and  Directors  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years.  There  is  no  term  limitation  for 
any  elected  position  other  than  President.  The  President  shall  not  serve  for  more  than  two  consec¬ 
utive  terms.

Spectrum  H  STafkn  At  Hint  Haying  /*•*.** 
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The  Best  Nickels  You  Can  Own 

By  Mark  Benvenuto 


For  decades  after  the  United  States  Mint  got  into  the  business  of  making  the  coins  of  the  new  United  States, 
a  five-cent  piece  was  the  smallest  silver  coin  of  the  nation.  It  wasn't  until  1866  that  a  coin  we  now  consider  a 
nickel  was  issued  for  general  use.  Even  then,  the  half  dime  took  a  while  to  run  its  course,  with  1873  marking 
the  final  year  of  production  for  these  small,  silver  disks.  By  then  the  Shield  nickels  had  taken  off,  and  the  new 
coin  -  containing  25%  of  the  metal  for  which  it  was  named,  and  a  balance  of  75%  copper  -  had  become  part 
of  the  channels  of  commerce. 


Nickel  aficionados  today  have  been  riding  something  of  a  wave  of  good  fortune.  After  all,  for  the  past 
few  years  the  humble  nickel  has  seen  as  much  design  change  as  the  quarter.  The  “Corps  of  Discovery” 
designs,  which  honor  the  bicentennial  of  Lewis  and  Clark's  expedition  to  find  an  overland  route  to  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  have  given  the  collecting  community  four  new  reverse  designs,  as  well  as  two  different  obverse  views 
of  our  nationis  third  president  (and  sponsor  of  the  journey),  Mr.  Jefferson.  Even  non-collectors  can't  help  but 
notice  the  new  images  when  they  receive  the  coins  in  change.  But  these  new  designs  make  a  person  won¬ 
der  just  how  many  sharp  looking  examples  will  remain  by  the  time  the  tri-centennial  of  the  journey  rolls  around. 
In  turn,  that  makes  one  think  of  what  great  looking  nickels  are  still  around,  having  survived  perhaps  the  last 
century  and  a  half. 

There’s  some  good  news  for  nickel  collectors  today:  all  four  of  the  basic  nickel  designs  were  issued  as 
proofs,  at  least  for  some  of  the  years  of  their  respective  runs.  The  Shield  nickel,  the  design  work  of  Mr.  James 
Longacre,  actually  has  something  of  a  pride  of  place  when  it  comes  to  proofs.  There  were  proof  Shield  nick¬ 
els  issued  every  year  from  their  inception  in  1866  all  the  way  until  the  curtain  fell  on  their  production  in  1883. 
The  1877s  and  the  1878s  only  come  as  proofs,  for  that  matter.  Of  course,  the  entire  Shield  nickel  series  was 
minted  at  the  main  facility  in  Philadelphia,  which  for  over  a  century  was  the  only  Mint  that  produced  proofs. 

The  bad  news,  at  least  in  the  case  of  proof  Shield  nickels,  is  the  price.  For  most  of  the  years  of  the 
series,  a  specimen  in  the  PF-64  grade  (a  rather  modest  grade  of  proof)  will  cost  at  least  $400.  That’s  a  hefty 
chunk  of  change  for  a  single  nickel.  Now,  you  can  step  down  a  grade,  to  PF-63,  and  perhaps  save  $100  or 
so.  You  can  also  step  up,  but  of  course  you  pay  more. 

Now  that  we  have  a  price,  we  can  ask:  just  what  sort  of  rarity  is  involved  in  purchasing  a  proof  like  this? 
Well,  when  it  comes  to  the  Shield  nickels,  the  single  most  common  year  is  the  1883,  with  5,419  proofs  mint¬ 
ed.  That  may  not  seem  like  a  lot  today,  what  with  the  millions  of  proofs  the  U.S.  Mint  can  produce.  But  itis 
rather  large  when  compared  to  the  1867  Shield  nickel  with  rays,  which  seems  to  have  a  proof  mintage  of  only 
25  pieces  (and  a  massive  price  tag  to  boot!).  Considering  the  low  mintage  of  any  of  these  proofs,  perhaps 
$400  isn’t  such  a  major  expense  after  all. 

Shifting  our  gaze  to  the  Liberty  Head  nickels,  the  artistic  work  of  Mint  Engraver  Charles  Barber,  we  quickly  see 
that  they  would  be  tied  with  the  Shield  nickels  for  completeness  of  proof  issues,  except  for  the  fact  that  in  1912 
there  were  Liberty  Head  nickels  produced  in  Denver  and  San  Francisco,  as  well  as  in  Philly.  There  were  no 
proofs  from  that  year  for  those  two  western  branch  Mints.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  almost  a  handful  of 
years  in  the  Liberty  Had  nickel  series  with  proof  mintages  up  at  four  thousand  coins  or  even  higher.  The  first 
year  variety,  the  1883  ‘with  CENTS,’  caps  the  series  with  6,783  proofs. 

When  it  comes  to  the  proofs  for  the  Liberty  Head  nickel  series,  the  prices  are  just  about  the  same  as 
those  of  the  Shield  nickel  proofs.  It  costs  $400  -  $450  for  all  but  a  couple  of  years  in  the  series  to  land  a  spec¬ 
imen  in  PF-64.  If  that’s  too  rich  for  your  wallet,  there  are  again  PF-63s  that  ring  in  at  about  $300. 

Now,  if  the  prices  for  the  proofs  we  have  just  looked  at  are  the  types  to  make  you  grind  your  teeth,  you 
might  just  want  to  skip  this  next  bit  on  Buffalo  nickels,  and  go  straight  on  to  the  Jefferson  series.  You  see,  the 
Buffalo  nickel  senes  does  have  its  proofs,  but  they  always  command  a  premium. 

Proof  Buffalo  nickels  were  minted  from  1913  to  1916  inclusive,  and  then  again  after  a  twenty  year  hia- 
'  js.  in  1936  and  1937  What,  you  may  ask,  is  the  price  tag  for  one  of  these  historic  qems  in  PF-63  today? 
How  about  $1 ,200  -  $1 ,800?  Ouch. 

Okay,  we  ve  got  to  see  if  there  is  a  reason  for  this  stampeding  proof  Buffalo  price.  As  a  first  step,  we 
can  check  the  mintage  figures  and  proof  totals.  It  turns  out  that  the  first  four  years  saw  1,514  proofs,  then

1,275  proofs,  followed  by  1,050  proofs,  then  600  proofs  in  1916.  So,  while  they  are  not  as  common  as  the 
high  end  of  the  Shield  nickel  or  Liberty  Head  nickel  proofs,  they  aren't  staggeringly  rare  either  (okay,  that  1916 
is  scarce,  but  still  not  super  rare).  Plus,  the  1936  saw  4,420  proofs,  and  the  1937  saw  5.769  Yet  even  these 
latter  two  years  remain  expensive  proofs.  What  gives  here? 

Someone  famous  once  said,  'the  devil  is  in  the  details,"  and  that's  probably  the  answer  to  our  question 
here.  The  Shield  nickel  and  the  Liberty  Head  nickel  have  quite  traditional  designs,  while  the  Buffalo  nickels 
are  normally  considered  more  artistic  coins.  Those  rather  artistic  details  -  provided  by  designer  Mr.  James 
Earle  Fraser  -  must  be  more  difficult  to  bring  up  in  a  proof  than  hair  lines  or  shield  elements  in  the  older  nick¬ 
els.  Those  idetailsj  coupled  with  a  very  consistent,  very  strong  collector  demand,  is  probably  what  has  kept 
the  price  up  for  proof  Buffalo  nickels.  Still,  those  prices  are  the  roughest  we’ve  seen. 

We  have  saved  the  best  for  last  here,  at  least  when  it  comes  to  proof  issues.  By  1938.  when  Mr.  Felix 
Schlag’s  design  for  the  Jefferson  nickel  was  released  for  circulation,  the  Mint  also  pumped  out  19,365  proofs. 
While  the  proof  mintages  for  the  next  few  years  declined,  they  never  got  below  twelve  thousand.  Even  in 
1942,  when  the  nation  was  at  war  and  the  nickel  saw  its  only  change  in  alloy,  there  was  a  combined  total  of 
56,200  proof  Jeffersons,  some  with  the  wartime  “P”  on  the  reverse  indicating  the  copper-silver-manganese 
alloy,  and  some  without.  From  1943  -  1949  there  were  no  proof  nickels,  but  just  about  every  year  after  there 
were.  And,  importantly,  the  numbers  seem  to  just  keep  on  climbing  as  the  years  progress.  It  was  1953  that 
saw  the  first  six-figure  year  for  proof  Jeffersons,  and  1 957  that  saw  the  1  million  mark  broken.  Just  about  every 
year  after  that  is  equally  common,  if  not  more  so. 

These  big  mintage  figures  for  proof  Jefferson  nickels  means  amazingly  low  prices  for  the  collector 
today.  As  of  this  writing,  a  PF-65  for  1938  only  costs  $125.  The  1953s,  with  their  128.800  proofs,  can  be  had 
for  $40  in  PF-65.  That  1957  that  we  just  mentioned,  with  1,247.952  to  its  proof  total,  rings  in  at  a  whopping 
$2.50  in  PF-65.  That’s  no  typo.  According  to  the  price  guides,  you  should  be  able  to  get  two  1957  proof 
Jeffersons  for  five  bucks! 


With  proof  mintages  this  high,  it’s  really  fair  to  split  any  collection  of  proof  nickels  into  two  portions.  The 
first  is  anything  before  the  Jefferson  design.  The  second  is  any  and  all  Jeffersons.  It  doesn’t  take  a  genius 
to  figure  out  that  most  of  us  will  have  some  serious  saving  to  do  if  we  want  even  one  type  proof  of  the  Shield, 
Liberty  Head,  and  Buffalo  nickels.  But  when  it  comes  to  the  Jefferson  proofs,  you  could  probably  collect  them 
by  date,  given  a  bit  of  time  and  patience. 


We  haven’t  mentioned  the  most  current  chapter  in  the  proof  nickel  story,  that  is,  the  proofs  from  the 
Corps  of  Discovery  nickels.  These  new  designs  have  been  produced  as  proof  coins  to  the  tune  of  millions 
each  year,  much  like  the  other,  more  recent  Jefferson  nickels  of  the  past  thirty  years  or  so.  When  it  comes  to 
pricing  these  newer  nickels,  it’s  worth  looking  to  higher  proof  grades,  since  most  of  them  have  gone  straight 
from  the  Mint  into  collections.  It’s  not  uncommon  to  see  monthly  price  listings  for  proof  Jefferson  nickels  of 
these  years  which  give  values  for  PF-68,  PF-69,  and  even  PF-70  grades!  In  addition,  you  can  find  those 
grades  listed  as  “cameo,”  which  refers  to  the  frosted  design  elements.  How  much  you  wish  to  pay  for  such  a 
coin  is  obviously  your  business,  and  whether  you  want  a  cameo  finish  or  a  finish  that  wouldn  t  be  called  that 
is  also  up  to  you  but  it’s  comforting  to  see  that  the  2005  Bison  reverse,  for  example,  costs  only  $35  in  PF-69. 
even  though  it’s  a  $200  purchase  for  that  final  step  up  to  PF-70.  Similarly,  the  other  Corps  of  Discovery  proofs 
can  be  very  affordable  in  a  variety  of  very  high  grades. 


Well,  it  appears  that  a  set  of  proof  nickels  can  be 
whatever  a  collector  wants  it  to  be.  If  your  means  are 
limited,  perhaps  it's  wise  to  stick  to  the  more  com¬ 
mon  date  Jefferson  proofs.  If  you  have  the  funds,  it 
might  be  worth  getting  a  beauty  or  two  from  one  of 
the  older  series.  However  you  choose  to  approach 
such  a  collecting  effort,  it  looks  like  proof  nickels 
can  be  a  lot  of  fun.

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UPDATE:  MORE  CASH  REPORTING 
MISTAKES  DEALERS  MAKE 


I  wrote  an  article  for  the  June,  2009  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  Monthly  Summary  that  highlighted  the  Top  10  mistakes  that 
dealers  make  in  complying  with  Cash  Reporting  and  anti-money  laundering  (AML)  regulations.  This  “top  ten”  list  of  mis¬ 
takes  includes: 

•  Don't  know  what's  in  their  AML  plan  and  don't  follow  it  consistently. 

•  Believe  their  company  is  too  small  to  have  to  comply  with  Section  352. 

•  Believe  if  they  don't  accept  cash  that  they  are  exempt  from  Section  352. 

•  Believe  once  they  have  a  written  AML  plan  they  have  now  complied,  forgetting  they  must  comply  with  all  4  elements. 

•  Don't  realize  that  a  JVC  $150  kit  is  NOT  a  plan:  it's  only  a  guide  to  do  your  own. 

•  Don't  realize  that  a  plan  must  be  customized  for  your  particular  company. 

•  Fail  to  recognize  that  the  high  price  of  precious  metals  may  change  the  company's  status  re  Section  352  compliance. 

•  Think  it's  a  good  policy  to  file  an  8300  on  cash  trades  UNDER  $10,000. 

•  Think  all  cash  transactions  by  the  same  customer  must  be  aggregated  over  12  months. 

•  Think  things  haven't  changed  much  over  the  years  and  they  can  figure  all  this  out  (including  getting  updates) 
on  their  own.  Or  that  their  accountant  will  know. 

Just  since  June  a  few  more  errors  have  come  to  our  attention.  Whenever  the  error  means  that  a  required  Form  8300 
wasn't  filed,  this  is  serious. 

However,  not  all  errors  are  about  forms  that  must  be  filed.  Sometimes  the  error  is  filing  a  form  that  is  NOT  required.  And 
as  strange  as  it  may  sound,  over-compliance  can  be  just  as  bad. 

A  recap  of  the  basics:  When  any  person  receives  over  $10,000  in  cash  in  the  course  of  his/her  trade  or  business 
in  a  single  transaction  or  a  series  of  related  transactions,  IRS/FinCEN  form  8300  must  be  filed.  Any  transactions 
conducted  within  a  24  hour  period  are  automatically  considered  to  be  related  and  any  cash  must  be  aggregated 
and  reported  if  it  reaches  the  over  $10,000  threshold.  Cash  includes  bearer  instruments  such  as  money  orders 
and  cashier's  checks,  but  does  not  include  credit  cards,  bank  wires,  personal  checks  or  company  checks. 
There's  a  lot  more,  but  these  are  the  most  basic  elements. 

With  the  price  of  gold  over  $1 ,000,  it  doesn't  take  a  very  big  trade  to  reach  the  $10,000  level.  Often  dealers  who  are  not 
ICTA  members  get  their  information  from  their  coin  dealer  buddies  who  are  members.  However,  as  you  may  recall  from 
the  childhood  game  of  "telephone”,  with  every  retelling  the  information  becomes  increasingly  inaccurate. 

In  South  Florida  there  seems  to  be  some  confusion  on  aggregating  cash  transactions  that  are  conducted  more  than  24 
hours  apart  We've  heard  reports  that  an  IRS  auditor  has  told  dealers  in  that  area  that  cash  transactions  by  the  same 
customer  that  are  even  weeks  apart  must  be  aggregated.  Unless  there  is  something  more  than  merely  being  a  repeat 
customer  to  make  these  transactions  RELATED,  this  is  simply  not  true.  ICTA  member  dealers  may  consult  their  Cash 
Reporting  kit  and  see  the  letter  from  the  IRS  (signed  by  Vince  Cardella)  that  makes  it  clear  that  multiple  transactions 
wherein  the  only  link  is  the  same  client  is  insufficient  to  establish  a  “related"  status  for  8300  reporting  purposes.  Non- 
ICTA  members  may  wish  to  consult  with  their  professional  tax  advisor. 

What's  wrong  with  over-reporting7  In  simple  terms,  filing  an  8300  that  is  NOT  required  by  law  leaves  the  dealer  vulner¬ 
able  to  lawsuit  from  the  client  for  violation  of  certain  privacy  laws.  The  client  likely  will  be  SUCCESSFUL  in  such  a  law¬ 
suit.

Another  newly  reported  trouble  spot  pertains  to  mail  order  transactions.  The  example: 

On  Monday  customer  Joe  places  an  order  for  $8,000  in  gold  American  Eagles  with  Dealer  Mark.  Joe  goes  to  the  bank 
and  gets  a  cashier's  check  for  the  exact  amount  of  the  order,  payable  to  Dealer  Mark.  But  on  Thursday  gold  goes  down 
a  little,  so  Joe  decides  to  dollar  cost  average  a  bit  and  places  another  order  with  Dealer  Mark  for  $5,000.  He  hasn't  yet 
mailed  the  envelope  for  the  first  order,  so  he  just  gets  another  cashier’s  check  for  the  second  order  to  include  in  the  enve¬ 
lope  with  the  first.  Joe  meant  to  get  to  the  post  office  on  Friday  to  get  the  payments  mailed  for  these  2  orders,  but  got 
there  too  late.  Now  he  must  send  the  payments  on  Monday  since  he  wants  to  send  them  via  certified  mail.  Joe  did  call 
Dealer  Mark  to  let  him  know  the  payments  would  go  out  on  Monday  since  Mark  requires  payment  be  sent  on  the  same 
day  as  placing  the  order  on  bullion  transactions.  Joe's  been  a  good  customer,  so  Dealer  Mark  doesn't  get  upset  with  him; 
besides,  neither  of  these  trades  is  very  large. 

Joe  has  all  weekend  to  ponder  whether  he  should  take  further  advantage  of  this  dip  in  the  gold  price  since  he  thinks  it's 
based  on  some  profit-taking.  Monday  morning  Joe  decides  to  order  another  $5,000  at  this  morning's  price.  Joe  prom¬ 
ises  Mark  he'll  mail  payment  for  all  3  orders  today  and  does  so. 

Each  of  these  orders  is  more  than  24  hours  apart.  Each  transaction  is  under  $10,000.  Since  each  cashier's  check  is  for 
less  than  $10,000,  each  check  “counts”  as  cash. 

Does  Dealer  Mark  have  to  file  an  8300  on  any  or  all  of  these  transactions? 

If  Joe  had  mailed  his  payment  for  each  order  on  the  same  day  as  placing  the  orders  as  he  should  have,  then  it  is  likely 
that  Dealer  Mark  would  have  received  each  payment  on  a  different  day,  and  in  separate  envelopes,  and  not  all  at  once. 
However,  since  all  3  payments  were  mailed  in  the  same  envelope  together  and,  therefore,  received  together,  Dealer  Mark 
has  now  received  over  $10,000  in  cash  (cashier's  checks  with  a  face  of  less  than  $10K  each)  in  the  course  of  his  trade 
or  business  in  what  has  now  become  a  series  of  related  transactions.  That  the  payments  were  received  all  at  one  time 
is  what  makes  these  transactions  related  and  now  requires  the  filing  of  an  8300. 

Dealers  have  made  the  mistake  of  not  recognizing  the  new  connection  of  the  trades  because  the  transactions  weren't 
related  until  the  customer  did  something  to  create  a  relationship.  This  is  a  situation  where  a  dealer  might  easily  miss  the 
8300  filing. 

Do  You  Know  the  Answer  to  this  one? 

Was  it  OK  for  the  US  Mint  to  take  in  so  much  cash  (usually  almost  $13,000  per  person)  on  sales  of  10  of  the  Ultra  High 
Relief  coins  at  the  recent  ANA  in  Los  Angeles  and  NOT  have  to  take  ID  nor  file  an  8300?  No  room  to  get  into  it  here,  but 
the  answer  will  be  in  the  latest  ICTA  newsletter,  The  Washington  Wire,  in  the  October  edition. 

For  more  information  on  cash  reporting  IRS/FinCEN  Form  8300  compliance,  ICTA  has  a  Cash  Reporting  kit  which 
includes  certain  clarification  documents  available  only  through  ICTA.  (Member  price  $100;  Non-member  price:  $500.)

If  you're  new  to  silver  dollar  col¬ 
lecting,  no  problem.  There  are 
articles  at  VAMworld.com  tai¬ 
lored  to  new  collectors  to  help 
you  become  familiar  with  the 
jargon  that's  often  used.  It 
makes  learning  about  silver  dol¬ 
lars  really  easy. 

At  annual  SSDC  meetings  at 
the  FUN  show,  or  meetings  at 
other  major  venues  you  can 
meet  face-to-face  with  other 
members,  ask  questions,  show 
coins,  and  learn  much  about 
rare  and  ultra  rare  silver  dollars.

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A  WEEK  IN  COLORADO

This  Summer  I  was  lucky  enough  to  spend  a  week  in  Colorado  at  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  The  ANA  Summer  Seminar 
is  held  every  Summer  at  the  Colorado  College  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado.  While  there  I  took  two  classes  I  took 
Coin  Care  and  Conservation  and  the  Chinese  Counterfeit  Threat.  As  always,  I  learned  a  lot  in  both  classes 

I  learned  that  one  of  the  worst  things  for  a  coin  collector  to  see,  after  not  checking  up  on  his  coins  for  awhile,  is  "PVC 
Actually  the  term  PVC  stands  for  polyvinyl  chloride,  which  is  what  the  familiar  clear  plastic  flips  are  made  of.  The  long 
terms  results  of  storing  a  coin  in  PVC  are  a  green  gooey  substance  that  will  appear  on  your  coin.  One  of  the  best  ways 
to  get  PVC  off  of  coins  is  acetone.  All  you  need  is  a  little  bit  on  a  Q-tip.  and  roll  it  on  until  the  PVC  is  gone.  Make  sure 
you  rinse  the  coin  really  well  or  you  will  get  spots  left  on  the  coin. 

Another  important  point  I  learned  is  that  safety  deposit  boxes  aren't  as  safe  as  you  d  think.  Most  banks  turn  the  A/C  off 
after  hours  on  Friday.  And  then  turn  it  back  on  Monday  morning  and  in  Florida  that's  a  lot  of  fluctuation.  The  variance  in 
temperature  is  bad  for  your  coins.  A  gun  safe  in  your  house  will  do  just  fine.  Avoid  placing  your  safe  on  an  exterior  wall, 
because  that  is  where  the  greatest  fluctuation  in  temperature  occurs.  By  far,  humidity  is  the  worst  enemy  for  coins 

But  how  can  the  average  collector  avoid  humidity  and  temperature  fluctuation?  Don’t  buy  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of 
equipment.  All  you  need  to  buy  is  a  Thompson's  Cigar  thermostat  and  humidor  Also,  a  good  way  to  keep  humidity  down 
is  to  buy  a  one  pound  bag  of  rice.  Poke  small  holes  in  the  bag  of  rice  and  put  it  in  your  safe.  Change  the  rice  about  once 
every  six  months  or  so.  To  tell  if  you  still  have  humidity  problems,  get  a  six  inch  piece  of  copper  pipe.  Wrap  electrical 
tape  around  the  pipe  leaving  two  inches  exposed  at  the  top.  Place  the  pipe  in  your  safe  and  check  on  it  in  about  three 
months.  Undo  one  turn  and  observe  any  corrosion  on  the  pipe.  If  you  see  that  it’s  getting  corroded,  buy  more  rice. 

When  grading  coins,  make  sure  you  have  a  dark  room,  a  desk  and  a  lamp.  It’s  important  that  these  items  are  the  same 
each  time  you  grade  a  coin.  By  using  the  same  tools  you’ll  be  guaranteed  consistency.  Consistency  will  enable  you  to 
grade  your  coins  more  efficiently.  You'll  also  want  to  make  sure  your  desk  isn’t  metal.  Incandescent  bulbs  not  florescent 
bulbs  are  recommended.  It  will  cost  about  $20.00  for  a  good  set  up  not  counting  the  desk.  Make  sure  you  don’t  eat  or 
drink  soda  around  your  coins.  You  don’t  want  to  find  a  spec  of  potato  chip  stuck  to  your  coin.  As  far  as  smoking  a  ciga¬ 
rette  while  your  grading,  isn’t  just  bad  for  your  health,  it  also  turns  your  coins  a  golden  brown  color. 

Acetone  will  take  off  most  oily  substances.  But  if  you  need  to  use  a  dip,  make  sure  it's  very  diluted.  I'd  recommend  10 
-  90  ratio  or  20  -80  ratio.  Dip  is  an  acid  so  you’ll  want  to  make  sure  that  you  neutralize  the  acid.  To  do  that  you'll  want 
to  get  baking  soda  and  mix  it  with  distilled  water.  You'll  end  up  with  a  pasty  substance.  A  couple  of  dips  in  the  baking 
soda  mush  will  do  and  then  rinse  really  well  with  water.  Another  good  tool  is  MS70.  Use  MS70  on  “blackish"  coins.  Then 
use  a  light  dip.  Usually  you  won’t  get  the  dreaded  “dip  burn”. 

The  second  class  that  I  took  was  The  Chinese  Counterfeit  Threat.  In  that  class  I  learned  how  to  detect  Chinese 
Counterfeit  coins.  The  Chinese  have  become  so  efficient  at  this  they  are  able  to  make  a  very  good  profit  from  it.  For 
American  coin  collectors  the  Chinese  counterfeits  are  ruining  the  trust  we  have  with  our  coin  dealers.  The  fault  isn't  with 
the  American  dealers.  Many  times  they  are  unable  to  detect  a  counterfeit  as  well.  These  counterfeits  are  so  exact  and 
precise,  American  collectors  and  dealers  are  unable  to  tell  the  difference  between  a  real  and  a  fake.  Because  of  how 
good  they  are,  sometimes  we  can’t  really  be  sure  of  what  we’re  buying.  They  are  legally  allowed  to  make  American 
counterfeits  in  China.  We’ve  asked  the  manufacturers  to  put  “copy"  on  the  coins  but  of  course  they  won’t  because  they 
said  “we  will  lose  business”.  They  have  the  exact  same  software  as  the  US  Mint.  Awhile  ago  the  US  Mint  sold  their  old 
presses  as  scrap.  The  Chinese  bought  them  without  regard.  So  all  they  have  to  do  is  make  dies  and  they  have  exact 
copies  of  our  coins.  To  get  the  dies  they've  been  known  to  electrotype  the  coins,  use  cast  counterfeits  and  struck  counterfeits 

Some  good  ways  to  tell  if  a  coin  is  fake  is  to  check  the  weight,  find  its  specific  gravity,  use  calipers  to  check  thickness 
and  magnification  for  fine  details.  If  you’re  purchasing  a  coin  without  seeing  it,  for  example  on  Ebay,  you  take  the  risk  of 
buying  a  fake  coin.  If  you  purchase  a  coin  and  it’s  a  fake  in  the  end  your  collection  won  t  be  worth  what  you  think  it  should 
be. 

The  knowledge  that  I  gained  from  participating  in  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  will  enable  me  to  be  a  more  knowledgeable 
collector  and  hopefully  not  get  ripped  off.  I’m  grateful  to  FUN  for  providing  me  with  a  scholarship  Without  then  help  i 
definitely  wouldn’t  be  able  to  go.  I  really  enjoy  coin  collecting  and  being  able  to  go  to  the  ANA  Summer  Seminar  has 
given  me  an  opportunity  to  gain  information  and  meet  fellow  collectors.  With  the  knowledge  that  I  ve  gained.  I  li  be  able 
to  pass  it  on  and  hopefully  prevent  someone  else  from  being  ripped  off  or  maybe  teach  them  to  cate  for  then  coins  bet¬ 
ter.  There  isn’t  anywhere  else  that  a  collector  can  go  to  learn  the  information  that  I  did  at  the  Summer  Seminar  I  hi  Q'ate 
tul  for  being  able  to  go  .

199.  A  gentleman  comes  in  the  store  with  a  reproduction  of  a  Colonial  Washington  Cent  in  silver.  His  was  pot 
metal.  I  told  him  it  was  a  reproduction  and  he  says,  "That’s  what  the  other  dealer  said,  he  said  there  are  4 
known,  can  you  show  me  a  real  one?”  as  he  looks  around  like  I  have  a  4  known  colonial. 

200.  A  lady  in  her  70s  come  in  with  two  notes.  I  can  see  from  a  distance  that  they  are  fakes.  They  were  burnt 
brown/  orange  and  rough  to  the  touch.  I  told  here  they  were  reproductions.  She  said,  “Impossible,  my  great 
grandfather  brought  these  back  from  the  Civil  War”.  Somebody  lied  to  somebody. 

201.  A  lady  in  our  shop  pulls  out  her  wallet.  It  looked  unusual  so  I  asked  her  what  it  was  made  of.  She  said; 
"Duct  Tape”.  I  later  said,  ‘You  might  be  a  red  neck  if  your  wallet  is  made  out  of  Duct  Tape”. 

202.  We  get  a  phone  call.  “I  have  this  coin,  it  says  quarter  dollar.  Is  it  a  quarter  or  is  it  a  dollar?”.  I  said,  “It  is 
a  quarter,  but  what  else  does  it  say  on  it?”.  “It  says  India,  1816,  2002”.  I  said,  “You  mean  Indiana?”.  “Yea,  that’s 
it”  I  said,  ’’You  have  an  Indiana  state  quarter  made  in  2002  and  it  is  worth  twenty-five  cents.  All  the  states 
have  their  own  quarter  now”. 

203.  A  phone  call,  “Do  you  trade?”  “What  do  you  have?”  “A  50  caliber  machine  gun.”  I  said,  “I  don’t  think  so,  I 
would  scare  the  customers  away.” 

204.  A  man  walks  in  and  says,  “I  want  to  sell  these,  my  daddy  needs  new  teeth”.  He  has  modern  foreign  coins 
from  change  worth  $3. 

205.  Two  well  dressed  gentleman  come  in  with  some  coins.  I  said.  “What  do  you  have?”  They  pulled  out  5 
Ballestic  rolls  of  Presidential  Dollars,  50  per  roll.  They  said  that  their  client  told  them  the  rolls  were  worth 
$80,000.  I  said,  “How  about  face  value”.  They  said,  “  that's  what  we  thought”.  Then  one  of  them  asks  which 
coins  are  a  good  investment  that  he  can  make  money  on.  He  then  said,  “I  kind  of  like  Susan  B.  Anthony 
Dollars”.  I  had  to  walk  away. 

206.  A  gentleman  comes  into  the  shop  and  he  says  that  he  was  told  to  buy  MS-65  or  better  Morgan  dollars, 
PCGS  or  NGC.  I  show  him  8  different  dates  at  CDN  bid.  He  gets  on  the  phone  to  his  friend  and  his  friend  asks 
him,  "Does  it  have  a  clean  cheek?  Are  there  any  rim  bumps?  Does  it  have  nice  luster?, How  is  the  strike?  This 
guy  doesn’t  know  any  of  the  terminology  so  they  go  round  and  round  for  half  an  hour  on  the  phone.  I’m  get¬ 
ting  annoyed  so  I  tell  the  guy,  “Look,  why  don’t  you  buy  a  coin  and  if  your  buddy  doesn’t  like  it,  bring  it  back”. 
He  thinks  for  a  second  then  leaves  without  buying  anything. 

207.  A  customer  buys  a  set  of  coins  then  he  tells  me,  “You  told  me  to  save  some  money  for  medicine”.  I  said 
“What’  I  never  told  you  that”. 

208.  We  get  a  phone  call,  “I  have  a  Confederate  $20  coin  1861,  what  is  it  worth?’  I  said,  “  It  is  a  fake,  what 
else  is  on  it?”.  She  says,  “The  word  copy”.  I  said,  “That  means  fake”. 

209.  An  older  couple  comes  in  with  some  coins.  They  have  7  Walker  halves,  2  silver  eagles,  8  silver  dollars, 
and  4  buffalo  nickels,  all  circulated.  I  showed  them  that  their  halves  were  all  AU  due  to  the  flat  breast  feathers 
and  they  were  polished.  I  then  showed  them  real  BU  coins  with  full  breast  feathers.  They  compared  and  com¬ 
pared  and  compared.  I  showed  them  BU  Buffalo  nickels  that  they  compared  and  compared  etc.  This  went  on 
for  an  hour.  I  have  no  idea  what  they  were  looking  at  and  I’m  sure  they  didn’t  know  either.  Finally,  they  left, 
nothing  accomplished. 

210.  A  phone  call,  “Do  I  need  an  appointment?  I  have  two  silver  dollars,  one  is  135  years  old  and  the  other  is 
135  years  old”  “Sir,  what  are  the  dates  on  the  two  coins?”  “1884  and  1890”  “They  are  worth  $12  and  up” 
CLICK. 

211.  A  phone  call,  “I  have  silver  dollars  for  sale,  what  are  they  worth?”  “$12  and  up,  1935  and  before”  He 
comes  in  the  shop  with  1935  silver  certificates  in  G-VG.  “Here  are  the  1935  silver  dollars  I  called  you  about”. 
"Sir,  I’m  sorry  but  these  are  not  silver  dollars,  they  are  silver  certificates,  paper  money.  Here  are  silver  dollars 
(pointing  to  the  round  silver  discs  in  our  case)’’  He  sold  them  anyway. 

212.  Larry  Jackson  said,  a  customer  called  with  a  rare  silver  dollar.  It  said,  E  Publicas  Urine,  it  celebrated  the 
first  public  urinal. 

213.  Another  from  Larry-  A  lady  calls  and  asks  what  the  rarest  Mercury  dime  is.  Larry  says  that  it  is  a  1916 
with  a  D  mint  mark  on  it.  The  lady  says,  “A  1916  with  a  demon  on  it?” 

21 4.  Gary  Brown  writes,  the  phone  rings  at  5:51  PM,  “When  do  you  close?”.  Gary  answers,  ”1 0  to  5  every  day”.
